Every indication up to noon to-day was 
that the Trades’ pageant would not glorify 
the sireet to-night. Serat. Weber sent a 
message to the Merchants’ and Manufactur-

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A PRETTY RACE. 
The Westerns Defeat the Madovs 
*., on the River... — 


: 


Contest for the Faust Challenge Cup—Rowed 
in the Rain—The Crews—Creve Coeur Re- 
gatta Postponed. 


The Modoc and Western Rowing Clubs: 
set 10a. m. to-day for their six-oared barge 
race tor the Faust Challenge Cup. The 
course selected was from the middle arch of 
the Bridge to the Pittsburg dyke, a distance 
which measured just one mile on the ice 
when the river was last frozen. 

A Post-DisPpatrcn reporter and an um-, 


brella wandered down to the start about 


fifteen minutes before the time mentioned 
for the contest to begin. Nothing could be 
seen of a possible aquatic contest. There 
were no spectators, no boats, nothing. The 
rain fell down in a heavy shower. 
levee was covered with mud. The whole 
scene Was as dismal as could possibly be 
imagined. 

A man in a rubber overcoat who had 

ickedi out a stone which was a couple of 
inches above the slush, and who was gazing 
riverwards with a semi-professional air, 
seemed io be waiting for the race. 

“When dues it come off ?” 

“What?” 

“The boat race.” 

“Look here, young man,” said the stranger, 
and he eyed the reporter closely, with the 
evident feeling that some confidence racket 
was being attempted. ‘Lam from Paimyra, 
and Idid come in here to seé the Fair, but 
I’m not/half green enough to have a fellow 
come up and try to persuade me that a 
lot of men are going out in that wet to pulla 
boat race, Say that to somebody else. It’s 
pretty thin,” 

A few spectators could be seen on the 
bridge with their necks craned over the iron 
raliing. At 10:15 a. m.no-crews were in 
sight, anda heavy stormof rain began to 
fall very freely. The spectators ran off the 
bridge, and the reporter, half swimming and 
half waiking, got down to the bvat-house of 
the Modoc Club, at 307 South Levee. 
It was found that the Westerns had not yet 
arrived. 

THE MODOCS 
were assembled around the stove ip the sec- 
ond-story. The men who were to take part 
in the race were naked to the waistand from 
the knees down, About 10:30 the Western 
crew ijcame in and stated that they had 
rowed up from the Arsenal in a driving rain 
and that they would like-a little time to rub 
down and drv themselves. As the two crews 
stood stripped around the stove, the difference 
between them was striking. The Modocs 
were all. trimly built, but their rivals were 
all much heavier men, with monster arnis, 
big chests and hairy breasts. There had 
been some talk that the Westerns were 
boasting that they would win by até least ten 
lengths, but nothing was said about the 
matter in the boat-house. Two skiffs were 
sent down 10. the finish, ‘opposite 
the dyke, and it was arranged that 
the barges should pass between them. 
In the skiffs were Messrs. Jacob Stumpf as 
judge for the Modocs, ana Leo Rassieur, 
acting in the same capacity for the Weast- 
erns. Soon it was seen that the judges’ skiffs 
were in position, and the occupants could be 
seen standing out in the wet an hiding from 
the rain as best they could under unibretias. 
Then thecrews went down to the foot of 
Spruce street and manned the _ barges. 
THE MODOC CREW 
were Taylor, stroke; Alien, No. 2;Moore, 
No. 3; Brungard, No. 4; Green, No, 5; Ass- 
man, No. 6, and Scobie, coxswain, 
THE WESTERN’S 
were Malcolm, stroke; Campbell, No, 2; 
Hertz, No, 3; Stephan, No. 4; Gastreigh, No, 
5; Metzger, No. 6, and Koenig, coxswain. 
The toss had resuited in favor of the West- 
erns, who ae the St. Louis side of the river. 
No starters Were employed, it being arranged 
by mutual consent that the men should get 
off when each coxswain was ready. The 
men pulled up to the bridge in good shape, 
the Modoes doing the prettier work. The 
wind was entirely from the east, which gave 
the port men most of the _ work. 
At 11:05 a. m. both got off evenly. 
The Modoes got the water first and pulled 
a fast and long stroke which soon put them 
ahead. After a few strokes had been pulled, 
it was noticed that Campbell, the Western’s 
No. 1, was leaning over the side of the boat 
and he was thought to be sick. It was 
afterwards discovered that his seat had given 
away, and that he was compelled to nranage 
as weil as he« could on the bottom 
of the boat. The Westerns began to 
gain on their rivals, however, slowly but 
surely. Mr. St, John, of the Modocs, who 
was watching the race, stated that Coxswain 
Scobie was leaning too far back at each 
stroke, and that such movement would delay 
a boat ten- seconds ina mile on such a course, 
Whenua Clark avenue was reached 
THE BOATS WERE EVEN, 

but passing the Modoc boat house the West- 
erns forged ahead and had the advantage bv 
half a boat length. Here, however, the 
Modoes spurted, running up as high as 
thirty-eight strokes and coming up even 
again. They could not maintain this hard 
work, however, and the other 
crew began to forge ahead. 
The Modocs never headed them again. 
Coming up to the judges’ boats, however, 
the Modocs again spurted, but there seemed 
to be something the matter wi h the steering 
and the Westerns won by just about one boat 
length. The distance was rowed infive min- 
utes and forty seconds, by the time taken in 
the judges’ boat. The race clear through 
was the prettiestever seen on the river, and 
one of the closest ever rowed anywhere. 

lt was nip and tuck clear tlirough, and 
both crews pulled as hard as possible. Cox- 
swain Koenig of the Westerns said after the 
iacs: “That's the hardest pull we ever had. 

It was much worse than that against the 
Buriingtons at Pullman. We were away 
from them at the half-mile, but we never got 
away from the Modocs.” 

By the victory the Western win the Faust 
eup, which has been won afid held by the 
Modoces for the last four years.

| “LAST NIGHT’S FiREWORKS. 


‘A Brilliant Display to Delighted 
». Crowds—The Lliuminations. 


All who went gut to see the display of 
fireworks last night felt amply repaid for 
their trouble. It was undoubtedly the grand- 
estand most costly exhibition of the kind 
that has ever been given in the West. From 
Olive. street to Washington avenue and 
from Nineteenth to Twenty-third street 
there owas one surging mass of 
people craning _ their necks and 


giving vent to exclamations of surprise and 
delight at each new feature of the pro- 
gramme. A band of music stationed in the 
enclosure varied the entertainment by play- 
ing appropriate airs as ‘the outlines of each 
new device flashed upon the scene. A salute 
of twenty-one aerial bombs announced 
to the crowd that the exhibition 
was about to begin. A mammoth 
balloon then slowly rose above the crowd 
and a powerful magnesium light attached to 
it brightened up the scene and revealed for 
the first tine the immense throngs that were 
assembled in the vicinity. Four other bal- 
loons followed this one in quick succession, 
each of them carrying a magnesium light 
that turned three distinct colors 
and shot out a shower of 
stars just as it was fading from view. Recket 
after rocket was theu discharged into the air 
and at a great altitude burst into a profusion 
of many-colored stars. Shells were dis- 
charged in every direction, with deafening 
reports, and justas a shower of fiery raln 
descended upon the cruwd in the neigh- 
borhood of Olive street, the portrait 
of Henry Shaw was depicted in an outline 
of fire against the western sky. Directly be- 
neath the portrait, which was arg excellent 
likeness and wonderfully executed, was in- 
scribed the name, “Henry Shaw,” and under 
this the motto “Our Beloved Citizen.” Sim- 
ultaneous with this device the band struck 
up “For he is a jolly good fellow,” 
and the flight of numerous rockets enlivened 
the upper air. Swarms of snakes were next 
sent up and disappeared with a volley of 
shots. Double and triple wheels revolving 
in opposite directions emitted streams of 
fire, and those revolving horizontally shot up 
balis of fire of every conceivable color. 
When Jumbo moved upon the scene, “to 
eress and re-cross the field with life-like 
action,’”’ the entire mass of people sent Up a 
deafening shout that ended in a loud — 
and hurrah. The trunk swung into the alr, 
the tail switched continually, and the fiery 
elephant waiked like a tuing of life. The 
band began to play a circus air, and the 
small boy instinctively dived into his pock- 
ets for peanuts. ; 

The other working figure ‘the prize-fight 
between Sullivan and Siade” was alsola great 
success. ‘The Boston boy knocked his an- 
tagouistinto darkness [nu about a minute 
and a half, then aenoper down and went out. 
The bombardment of Alexandria,which Was 
the conciuding device, was a masterpiece 
of art. Ships of war discharged volley. 
after volley of fiery bombs at the forts an 
towns of the fated city. For awhile the 
cannonading was so loud and continued that 
the “God Save the Queen” of the bana was 
completely drowned. Women stuffed their 
fingers In their ears, while the small boy 
yelied himself hoarse and danced with genu- 
ine Fourth of July glee. 

To the tune of ‘Yankee Doodle” a thousand 
rockets filed the upper air with a resplen- 
dent shower of varied colored stars. ‘hen 
darkness fell upon the scene and the crowd 
quietly dispersed. ‘The display was a mag- 
nificeut success and every one who saw it 
was loud in praise of the gentlemen who 
gave the city such a rare treat. 

The display was the grandest revelation of 
the resources of the pyrotechnists’ art that 
has ever been made in St. Louis, and many 
familiar with events of this kind character- 
ized it as the finest the West has yet seen. 
Many thanks are due to the forty merehants 
who put their hands in their pockets and 

rovided this entertainment, at a cost of 
Bs 000, for the general public. Everybody 
was delighted and astonished at the sights, 
and there were any enthusiastic comments, 
among the brightest and best of the sayings 
of the night being that of a young lad who 
viewed the spectacle from the merchants’ 
stand, and who said, when Jumbo was wag- 
ging lis tail, “Now, that’s what I call high 
art,”’ 
Asagreat many people have su ted 
that Monday night’s programme, which was 
interfered with by the rain, be transferred 
to Saturday, the explanation is necessary 
that all the big pieces were mounted on 
framework when the dampness came down, 
and were, of course, destroyed. 

_. THE ILLUMINATIONS. 

NotWithstanding the vast crowds that 
went out in the western section of the city 
to view the fireworks the down-town streets 
presented the same lively and animated 
scenes. ‘The illuminations were even better 
than on the night previous, the jets burned 
more freely and the corps of the 
company’s.assistants seemed better trained 
and more expeditious in their work of re- 
lighting extinguished burners. The crowd 
was conspicuous for the number of stran- 
gers it contained. But few of the business 
men were down town and one could walk an 
entire biock without meeting a friend or 
even seeing a familiar face. The 
sentiment of the crowd seemed to be that 
the effect of the illumination along Olive 
street was the prettiest of all. The long, un- 
broken line of white globes produced a more 
finished and artistic effect than that seen.on 
Fourth and Fifth streets. Standing at 
the intersection of Fifth and Olive streets 
and logking in the four different 
directions the -illuminations present the ap- 
pearance of a large Maltesecross. There 
were no accidents on the street last nigh 
the crowd being quiet, orderly, good-natur 
and apparentiy bent solejy on sight-seeing 
and pleasure. A truck of the Fire Depart- 
ment just grazed the piping at Fifth and 
Walnut streets, and came near repeating 
the catastrophe of Tuesday night in front of 
Barr’s. It is amusing to see the country 
crowd watch the old tar, John O’Malle 
swinging himself along the pipes of the arc 
at Fourth and Olive. streets. John saved 
the company the expense of lighting their 
arches by electricity. He evidently enjoys his 
hazardous work, and seems but little in- 
clined to gratify the morbid desire of some 
of the spectators, who linger in the vicinity 
for an hour ata time, ostensibly with the 
nope of seving him take a tumble from his 
lofty perch. The capacity of the St. 
Louis Gaslight Company is pretty well taxed 
just at present. ‘The consumption now ap-

The worst fearsof those having the suc- 
cess of the Fair at heart were realized when 
four days of threatening and very disagree- 
able weather was supplemented by a steady, 
soaking rain, which commenced at daylight 
and continued without intermission until 11 
o’clock. Big Thursday should bring out an 
attendance of at least 100,000. It has done it 
in the past. To-day’s attendance will not 
reach 30,000. Of course, the holiday having 


been declared, there will bea large number 
of pecee out here, should the rain continue 
to fi in torrents throughout the after- 
noon, The booth keepers are Aa 
very disconsolate and  despondent 
set to-day.

So the booth-man stands in the 
midst of his wares and vainly calls to the 
shiyering and drenched sight-seers who do 
not drink as they pass by, and then he 
holds up both hands and one leg, and

‘Therural visitors who had 
come cess © eae distance tv see the Fair, 
and whose time is limited, were not to be de- 
terred by rain from accomplishing their ob- 
ject, arrived early, and stood huddling in 
the handsome street-car depots waiting for 
the clouds to roll by. These depots needed 
but such a day as this to demonstrate their 
utility. Once in the Fair Grounds, ‘“alk- 
ing was not unpleasant between 
showers, a fact due to the expenditure dur- 
ing the last year of $30,000in the improve- 
ment of the drainage system and the road- 
ways. Gravel walks lead to every portion of 
‘he grounds, ‘he necessity of these im- 
provements was manifest a year ago, and 
the wisdom of the expenditure has been jus- 
titied by this single day’s experience. ‘I'he 
exhibits in the buildings are examined by the 
visitors to-day in comparative comfort. The 
crowd is not very gay in appearance, owing 
to the monotonous prevaleace of rub- 
ber coats and circulars, The great 
number of them visible would recall the 
mlaye that ‘it is an ill-wind that blows no- 
body good,” for they are nearly ail new. 
The attendance of distinguished visitors in 
the pagoda is limited. Iuthe amphitheater 
at noon probably 8,000 people were seated, 
interested in the horse show, which was 
being cunducted under the must unfavor- 
able auspices.

COTTON CROPS. 


Falling Below Last Year’s Averagy 
80 Per Cent—Memphis District. 
MEMPHIS, October 4.—The cotton crop re 
port for September of the Memphis district, 
comprising West ‘Tennessee, North Missi 
sippi, North Arkansas and North Alabama, 
compiled from 544 responses, to be published 
to-morrow by Messrs, Hill, Fontaine & Co,, 
will say: “The summary indicates a de- 
creased yield throughout the Memphis dis. 
trict of 30 per cent as compared with the 
previous year. Last month, it will be re 


membered, a decrease of 20 per cent was 
foreshadowed, and in the July report a 
shortage of 12% per cent. The increase in 
the percentage of loss is attrfbuted to the 
unfavorable influences dwe from the hot, dry 
weather, which prevailed from the latter 
portion of August to the middle of Sep- 
tember. 

THE LONG-CONTINUED DROUGHT 
deprived the plant of moisture needed for its 
full development and hurried it forward to 
maturity, causing a heavy loss by rust and 
shedding, and entirely destroying the top 
crop. Our correspondent in West Tennessee 
also in his August report gave promise of 
an increased yield of 10 per cent. over the 
crop of 1882-3, which was not a heavy one in 
that particular section. He now reports a 
decrease of 8 per cent. 

THE PERCENTAGE OF LOSS 
in North Arkansas has grown from 30 to 45 
er cent., whiie the returns from 
North Mississippi and North Alabama 
remain about as before,indicaiing a decreased 
yield in those sections of 30 per cent. Sev- 
eral correspondents note a greater propor- 
tion of seed than usual, whieh, if general, 
will still further largely reduce the number 
of bales of lint produced in this distriet, 
and from estimates given below, 
LABOR IS REPORTED 

in good supply and working well, and indi- 
cations point to an early marketing of the 
erops. The aggregate of 344 responses is:

Ferry, who is backed by all the 
ministers, declares that Gen. Millat will 
never, with his consent, become Chief Gen- 
eral of Staff. as the wholearmy acknow|- 
edge that he is unfit for the post. 

Seavey shares in this opinion, and if Thi- 
baudin resigns the war portfolio on this 
question, the President will not back him. 

The Prince has rendered services to the 
Republic which no_ other general would 
probably have agreed to perform, and which 
imposes upon the Cabinet the obligation not 
to dismiss him, now that no similar service is 
required of him.

Some Congressmen are talking about sup- 
pressing polygamy by abolishing the present 
territorial gcvernment of Utah and provid- 
ing a new one composed entirely of officials 
appointed by the President, The officers 
charged with the enforcement of the law 
against polyga yeamy are already appointed by 
the President. The trouble is with the 
juries, ahd the only way to remedy that is 
bya special Jaw providing for the transfer 
of polygamy cases to United States courts in 
Nevada, Colorado gr California, where juries 
would be free from ‘the spiritual terrors and 
temporal control of the Mormon Church. 
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Congress cannot abolish trial 
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by jury, but 


the constitutional provision requiring trial 
before a jury of the State within which the 
crime is committed applies to States only. 
The United States Court at Fort Smith, in 
the State of Arkansas, has jurisdiction over 
crimes against United States laws in the In- 
dian Territory, and, without interfering with 
the local self-government of Utah in any 
other respect, Congress can provide for the 
trial of polygamy cases outside of the Terri- 
tory. The second section of the third article 
of the Federal Constitution contains this 
provision: ‘The trial of ail crimes, except 
in cases of impeachment, shall be by jury; 
and such trial shall be held in the State 
where the said crime shall have been com- 
mitted; but when not committed within any 
State, the trial shall be at such place or 
places as the Congress may by law have di- 
rected.”

Gen. Martin T. McMahon, Receiver of Taxes, 
began at 8 a, m. yesterday to receive the taxes for 
the current fiscal year. When the office was 
opened the line of tax-payers extended a long dis- 
tance into the City Halil Park. When the office 
was closed ai 4 p. m., $2,727,000 had been received. 
Christopher A Farrell and Patrick Burns, the Tax 
Receiver’s messengers, took the money to the 
bank. Three policemen accompanied them, and 
a crowd, who thought the messengers were pris- 
oners, followed them across the City Hail Park. 

One of the first payments made was $6.542 33, 
the tax on property owned by President Arthur 
and Robert G. Dun, and assessed at $285,700. The 
Astor esiate paid $406,000 on its real estate. Will- 
iam H. Vanderbilt paid $170,000 on real estate, 
and $22,000 on $1,000,000 of personal property. 
The Trinity Church Corporation paid $60,000 on its 
real estate, and Cornelius Vanderbiit paid $2,290 
on personal property assessed at ¢1,000,000, 

The total sum to be collected Is $29,166,169 44, 
and the number of tax-payersis about 90,000. <A 
rebate at the rate of 6 per cent. ayear, computed 
from the of paymentto Decemper 1, is al- 
lowed on afi taxes paid in October. In November 
the full tax will be collected, and after December 
1 per Cent. will be added tothetax. The tax 
rate is 2.29 per cent,

) “ELIZABETH FARREN, 

Countess of Derby, may next be mentioned. 
She suffered many harships and privations 
in ber chiidhood, and wenton the siage of 
the Haymarket ‘neater, Leudon, at the age 
of 15. Sie afterwards made herseif famous 
by her magniticent impersonation of Lady 
Yownly in “ithe Provoked Husband,’ and 
among her thronging admirers numbered oid 
Derby. Shereiused to hvuld any relations 
with tue Karl exgept that of his legal wife, 
and, like the Dudneae of Bolton, had to wait 
a long time for the ofd Countess to die—more 
than twenty years 1 believe, when she and 
the Earl were united. Miss Far- 
ren’s last appearance on the stage 
was as Lady ‘leazie, in 1797; within aday or 
two afterwards sie became Countess of 
Derby. 

“Laura Brunton’s father was a manager 
and herselt a clever actress. She piayed 
Lady ‘Tumiy and Beatrice, aud was a great 
favorite in her day. In the trst decade of 
the century she married tue Hari of Craven 
and lived until 1860. 

“Harriet Melion was the daughter of a 

oor strolling actress, and was a great Lydia 

anguisi in the early part of this century. 
She retired from the stage in 1815 t© marry a 
banker named Couits, whou died, leaving her 
an income of neariy.a huudred thousand 
pouuds, ‘Then shemérried the Duke of St 
Albans. 

*‘Maria Foote made her debut at Covent 
Garden, in 1814, in the part of Amanthbis in 
**The Child of Nature,’ and later on played 
Letitia Hardy in the **Beile’s Sirategem,’”’ in

His description of ner style in this character 
is said to apply tu Eilen ‘erry, who is known 
as the most fascinating Letitia Hardy of 
modern times. Maria was aiittie careiess 
of her honor, and bad two children by a Col. 
Babeiley, before she accepted any of the 
many rich gentiemen Whvu cawe sing for her 
hand. At last one was accepted, a squire, 
who changed his mind betore tue daie set 
for the weddiug, and was fined £3,000 for

“Katherine Stephens, who began life a few 
years before the century, was a lavorite vo- 
calist anda goud aciress. She frst appeared 
at Covent Garden in 1813 as Mandane in 
De Arne’s opera of “‘Artaxerxes,” and not 
only captured the town, Dut ran away with 
the judgment of such a clever writer as 
Leigh Hunt, who said sometning to the etf- 
fect that there was nobody line Katie.

When 45 yeass old Miss Stephens 
married the Kari of Essex, who was then 83

“ELIZABETH O’NEILL

une favored her with. She went on the 
stage at 19, in the year 1811, and piayed W1i- 
ow Cheerly, Volumnia, Cunstance, Lady 
Teazie and Juliet. Sbe had been on the 
stage only eight years when she married 
Wiliiam Wrixvn becier, Esg., who, on the 
death of his uncie, in less tuan a year aiter 
the wedding, succeeded to the  bar- 
onetcy, and thus made the _ actress 
Lady Wrixon’ Becher. It is said 
that she and her relations suggested to 
Thackery those pictures oi the Foiheringays 
and Captain Cusugan, which he Las so 
charmingly drawn. Lady Becher died in 
1872 at the age of 80. 

“Next comes Louisa Mordaunt, who play- 
ed Widow Cheerly. She had been on the 
stage onlytwe years when she married a 
Captain Nisbeth of the Life Guards, who

ANTI-FREE TRADE. 
A State Industrial Association 
Proposed. 


Plan Arranged For a National Organiza- 
tion—A Letter on the Subject of Free 
Trade. 


—<.-____. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatcn: 
“Unhappily i have no national organizition.” 
—fon. Wim. D. Kelley, March 18, 1883. 
It is ecttainls a great misfortune, just at 
the present time, when the further growth 
of American industries is checked by legisla- 
tive action at home, and European manu- 
facturers are endeavoring to flood our coun- 
try with the products of their pauper labor 
to the destruction, if successful, of many of 
our largest enterprises, and to the injury of 
the producing classes, that there is no na- 
tional league organized for the protection of 
American industries, and through which the 
machinery of a great movement cuuld be 
immediately called into action in defense of 
our productive interests, and for the main- 
tenance of*our heretofore national poiicy. 
Perhaps there was never a time in our na- 
tional history when great interests affecting 


the prosperity and the wealth of the people 
had been putin so great jeopardy by action 
already taken and threatened to be taken by 
the Free Traders as at the present. For 
many years, incident to the new discoveries 
of coal and metal, the enterprise character- 
istic of our citizens has been turned to their 
development to make them subserve the 
wants of man. Thus immense Amount of 
capital has become invested in varied kinds 
of production by means of which consump- 
tive markets have been established 
for the farmers, and assistance and 
pine been given to labor, In the 
growth of these enterprises, in the develop- 
ment of this hidden weaith, in the height of 
this prosperity, and in the very midst of the 
many benefits showered by our industral 
progress on every hand, there suddenly comes 
an influence, impelled by European interests, 
which to-day says to all this prosperity, 
‘Thus far and no farther,” and to-morrow 
bids fair to command us to return to a policy 
and a condition ef things where the develop- 
ment of American wealth must practically 
cease, and our industries must become 
aralyzed and idie, while the resources of 
Jurope must supply our necessities. The 
powerful influences which are bringing these 
things about are witnessed on every side, 

Free Trade leagues are being rapidi 
tablished, and free trade literature is ine 
every where dissewinated by ciubs, leagues 
and other organizations controlled by En- 
sen manufacturers and English wealth. 

‘heir object is to impair American industries 
in the interests of their own. This is the 
present state of affairs. 

How must ng be met by the American 
people? ‘There is only one way, and that is 
by erganization. Let there be formed in St. 
Louis a National [Industrial Assuciation. 

St. Louis is in the heart of the great Mis- 
sissipp! basin, with abundance of iron, coal 
and lead at her very doors, vitally interested 
in their development, so connected by trunk- 
lines of railway and by water as to be the 
mistress of transportation. 

From this centercan radiate a policy of 
tp fos whied will unite the Lest, est, 

orth and Svuuth in one grand aggressive 
ahd defensive organization. by the forma- 
tion here of an “Executive Board,” and by 
selecting 4 prominent man in each Congres- 
sional district throfghout the United 
States—a man in hearty sympathy with 
unanimously adopted, as the Federation con- 
sidered the bill as containing the only pro- 
tective agency of the State labor. 

For a _preiiminary organization in_ the 
State of Missouri, to offset the action of the 
‘Free Trade League” just organized, I pro- 
pose the following preamble: 

THE INDUSTRIAL ASSOCIATION OF MIS- 
SOURL. 

Whereas, The policy of protection to 
American industries, fairly and justly ap- 
plied, has been the policy of this Govern- 
ment from the date of its o tere gree and 

Wbereas, We feel cunvinced that the same 
necessity now exists, and for many years 
will continue to exist, for the maintenance 
of the policy as it existed in the beginning, 
andas stated in the preamble to the first 
tariff law emacted by Congress July 4, 1789, 
under the administration of George Wash- 
ington, viz.: “For the support of the Gov- 
ernment, for the discharge of the debts of 
the United States, and for the encourage-- 
ment and protection of manufacturers,” and 

Whereas, All past experience has shown 
that while prvtection prevailed the country 
has sbeadite advanced in prosperity and de- 
velopment, while, on the other hand, with 
the policy relaxed and an approach even to 
Free Trade, all interests have suffered and 
disasters bave fallen upon the industrial, 
commercial and agricultural classes ; woe, 

Whereas, We recognize that the foster og 
and enlarging of our manufacturing an 
agricultural interests is demanded by our. 
vast territorial extent, rich in soil, in min- 
eral and bituminous wealth, for the 
opening and maintaining of the 
many avenues of industry ; to 
meet the wants and accommodate the labor 
of the great number of immigrants annually 
reaching our shores, making them assistant 
insteai of burdensome; to provide for the 
education, training and fair rewuneratien of 
skilled labor, and the augmentation of pro- 
ducing power, thus guarding against re-- 
dunaancy of food and textile production; to 
equalize trade opportunities and place all 
competing industries on the same relative 
basis; and, finally, to preserve the national 
independence in the eventof rupture with 
vld-and powerful Governments. 

Now, therefore, we, the uhdersigned, 
firmly believing in the correctness of these 
principles, agree to unite ourselves as an as- 
sociation to uphoid the ee policy. 
and to adupt such plans and measures as wil 
enable us to co-operate with others th 
out the eountry who are laboring to enii . 
en the public ind and to educate the pubiic 

sentiment on this subject.

LEFT HIS CURACY. 


The Extraordinary Career of an English 
Clerical Bigamist. 

New York, October 4.—An extraordinary 
case of bigamy, says the London Morning 
Post, has just come to light at Birmingham. 
About a month agothe Birmingham magis- 
trates issued a warrant for the apprehension 
of the Rev. Thomas Morris Hughes, who up 
to July last acted as curate in charge of the 
parish of Bickenhiil, some eight miles from 
Birmingham, The information on which the 
warrant was igsued alleged that the person 
named had committed bigamy, the details of 
which and the other circumstances of his 


career are of the most extraordinary char- 
acter. In 1866 Hughes went to Shrewsbury 
with a view to procuring a curacy, and 
WHILE THERE WAS MARRIED 

to his landiady,an atiractive widow, possessed 
of means and two youn. daugiters. In 1869 
Hughes became curate of Dariaston, Stafford- 
shire, and he subsequently had several cura- 
cies, but he gave way todrink. For making 
a false representation to theregistrar of the

Men who are: running over the road 
and are here occasionally, if unwell, 
can call at the drug store of the Home, situ- 
ated in the same building, and have pre- 
scriptions from the physicians promptly 
filled, free of charge. By an arrangemt made 
ior “telegram passes,” which are honored b 
all conductors, there is no delay in forward- 
ing patients from any polnt. on the 
road, A telegram is sent to the supervising 
surgeon that it is necessary for a persen to 
be taken to the hospital, and he at once 
sends a telegram to the station agent, which 
is stamped with the name of his office and 
countersigned by him and handed to the con- 
ductor, and the patient is furwarded 
by first train. In case he _ is 
too unwell to sit up, he is placed upon a cot, 
with which all the trains are provided, and 
patients are carefully attended to on the 
way. An ambulance also meets all through 
traite atthe Robert Avenue Depot to con- 
vey partiesto the home. The institution 
was first established during the superintend- 
ency of A. W. Soper, all empioyes haying 50 
cents a month deducted trom wages, which 
goes into the fund, and it is therefore made 
self-sustaining.

I aminstruct- 
ed to give preference to widows with chil- 
dren to support, and middle-aged women 
who are in straitened circumstances, and 
that accounts for the large number respond- 
ing to the advertisement in this morning’s 
paper. Mr. Bennett was made aware of the 
demand of the news dealers of 3 cents a 
copy for the Herald, after the price had 
been reduced to 2 cents, and he was 
also informed of the preparations for 
the demonstration of last night. We re- 
ceived Mr. Bennett’s instructions by cable 
at midnight on Monday. He mapped ont the 
course We are to follow, and we have begun 
the work, In the first place, a sufficient 
number of employes are to be secured..

Tbe mummies were secured by A. Jacob- 
son, who has been over two years In the 
country collecting for the Royal Museum of 
Berlin. He is of the opinion that the mum- 
mies are at least 200 years old, all evidence 
obtaivable pointing to that fact. The Es- 
gh formerly preserved the bodies of 
their dead shainmans, or medicine men, and 
those of their chiefs and their wives and 
children in this manner. After death the 
viscera were removed from the interior of 
the body through the pelvis, and the limbs 
being pressed close to the body, the legs well’ 
up under the chin, were dried and incased 
in skins, and then placed in some cave or 
rock shelter which was free from water or 
moisture. Here they remained for hundreds 
of years, and were reverenced by the living. 
To them were offered part 6f the results of 
their fishing and hunting excursions 1f they 
were suecessfu!, for they judged success to 
be due to the spirits of those whose bodies 
were preserved. The mummies just brought 
down are in a wonderful staie of preserva- 
tion, considering the rude means employed, 
In the case of one that has been opeued the 
skin appears to remain intact and the linibs 
are movable.

In the follow- 
ing essay | propose to deal with them as por- 
tions of one great problem common to the 
old and new worlds, and to show that the 
first traces of man, as yet discovered, Prov 
him to have lived in the same low stage 0 
culture on both sides of the Atlantic at a 
time when the hands of the geological clock 
pointed to the same hour over the greater 
part of the world. ‘The story of early man 
in America is a part of the greater story of 
the first appearance of man on the earth, 50 
far as he cis yet been revealed by modern 


discovery.

The change in life has been so regular, 
definite and orderly in the geological past 
that it enables us to classify the rocks over 
the whole world into primary, secondary and 
tertiary groups. In the last of these the 
higher types of mammalia become more 
and more specialized as we draw nearer to 
the frontiers of history ; and their pedigrees, 
when traced from one period to another, as- 
sume the shape of genealogical trees, such 
as that which Prof. Marsh has discovered 
for the horse. The living orders first appear 
in the Eocene, the living genera in the Mio- 
cene, a few living species in the Pliocene, 
while nearly all the liviug species come in 
inthe Pleistocene division, Again, in the 
interval dividing the last from the historic 
period, the domestic animals appear and the 
cultivated fruits, and this—the Prehistoric— 
gradually passes into the period embraced 
by the written records. * * * ‘The most 
highly specialized form in the animal king- 
dom cannot be looked for until the lower 
animals by which he 1s now surrounded made 
their appearance. We cannot imagine him 
to have been living in the Eocene age, when 
aniwal life was not sufficiently differentiated 
to present us with living genera of pla- 
cental mammals. Nor is there any prob- 
ability of his having appeared on the earth 
in the Miocene, because of the absence of 
placental mammals belonging to living 
species, It is most untikely that man shouid 
appear in a faunain which there was no 
other living nammal. He belongs to a more 
advanced stage of evolution than that pre- 
sented by the mid-Miocene of ‘Thenay, in 
which flint splinters fashioned by man are 
said to have occurred. Up to this time, the 
evolution of the animal kingdom had ad- 
vanced no further than the Simiadie in the 
direction of man, and the apes, then haunt- 
ing the forestsof lialy, France and Ger- 
many, were the most highly organized types. 
We may also look at the question from 
another point of view. If man were upon 
the earth in the Miocene age, it is incredible 
that he should not haye become something 
else while those changes were going on in 
the conditions of life by which ail the Mio- 
cene land mammalia have been so profoundly 
affected that they have either assumed new 
torms or been exterminated, It is impossi- 
ble to believe that man should have been an 
exception to the law of change. Nor in the 
succeeding Pilocene age can we expect to 

d traces of man upon theearth * * * 
‘**The fossil man of Denise” is of uncertain 
age, and other alleged cases of Pliocene man 
te Bure nave pew been given up. 

¢ question has, however, been revived 

in the United States by Prof. Whitney in his 
work on the “Auriferous Gravels of Califor- 
nia,” and the existence of man in California 
in the Pliocene age has been accepted by 
such’ high authoritiesas Marsh, Le Conte, 
and others. It becomes, therefore necessary 
for us to see how the facts will stand tiie 
test of criticism. In the first place, itis as- 
sumed that the auriferous gravels in the 
Sierras, with traces of man, which are in 
some places 300 feet thick and sometimes 
covered with ancient lava streams, are of 
Pliocene age. They are, however, proved by 
their fossils, identified by Dr. Leddy to have 
been deposited by the streams from the Mio- 
cene (Elatherium) age down to the present 
time. Among the animals we may note the 
skull of a mustang, identical with that of 
Mexico and California, which could not 
have been buried in the gravels of Sierra 
county before the time of the Spanish ¢on- 
quest, when the living race of horses was in- 
trodu Consequently, the, discovery of 
human remains in the auriferous gravels 
does not prove that man was an inhabitant 
of Pliocene America, even if it be allowed 
that they are of the same age as the strata in 
which they lie. There is, however, no evi- 
dence of this in any one instance. The ob- 
jects themselves point to a directly opposite 
conclusion. * * * The famous Calaveras 
skull, according to Prof. Wyman, is related 
to the Indian type, with a doubtiul affinity 
with the Esquimaux.: it was obtained from 
a shaft sunk through three alternate layers 
of gravel and basalt, at a depth of 132 feet 
from the surface, was associated with ihe 
remains of other individuals, and had been 
buried along with shell beads of the kind 
usually met with in Inaian interments. Had 
these remains beep found near the surface 
they would have beemundoubtedly classitied 
with the ordinary traces of Indians, and

Nor have we to go far to account for their 
presence at great depths. It is very strange 
that Prof. Whitney should have ignored the 
fact that mining operations have been car- 
ried onin those very districts long before 
the time of “the forties.” “In 1849,” writes 
Schoolcraft (“Archmology,” voi. i., p. 105), 
“the gold diggers at one of the mountain 
diggings called Murphy’s were surprised, in 
examining a high, barren district of mount- 
ain, to findan old site ofa mine, with a 
shaft 210 feet deep, at the bottom of which 
were a human skeleton, an ‘altar,’ and other 
remains of an ancient people—probably In- 
dian.” In other ancient mines in tae West- 
ern States, as Dr. Southall has recentiy 
pointed out, human skeletons have been 
met with, which prove that gold mining was 
extensively carried on long before the dis- 
covery of gold in the present century. : 

We come now in our inquiry to the sueceed- 
ing period, when the higher mammaiia, now 
contemporary with man, appeared in force 
on the earth, and man bimself may be rea- 
sonably looked for. * * The climate of 
Europe at this time differed - considerably 
from that of the present day.

Closely following on this lowering of the 
temperature to its minimum,. geographicat 
changes of great magnitude took place in 
the north of Europe. ‘The area to the north 
of the line passing from the lower valley of 
the Severn eastward into Russia was de- 
pressed beneath the waves of a berg-laden 
sea, and again lifted up so that the British 
Isles, then an archipelago, again formed part 
of the mainland, As the land emerged from 
the water the Pleistocene forests crept over 
it, and the animals found their way over the 
southern and midiand counties; 

Such as this was the seene on which man 
first appearsin Europe. Rude splinters of 
stone and roughly chipped pebbles of flint 
and chert, at their very best trimmed to an 
almond shape, and mostly intended for use 
in the hand, occur abundantly in the river 
deposits of England and France in associa- 
tion with the remains of the above animals. 
They are the implements of savages living by 
the chase, and probably also by fishing and 
fowling. Not on y have the implements been 
discovered, but the very spoison the river 
bank where the hunter sat and made them, 
have been identified, as at Crayford and other 
places in the yalley of the Thames. Could 
we have penetrated to the banks of the 
Thames, or of the Seine, im those times, 
guided by a thin coiumn of smoke rising over 
the trees, till we reached the camp of the 
river-drift hunter, we might have seen the 
men selecting blocks of flint and chipping 
their implements out of them, the women 
preparing the half-raw meal of flesh, it may 

of reindeer, mammoth, or rhinoceros, 
while the children broke the silence of the 
evening with their shouts on those very spots 
where are now to be heard, day and night, 
the voices of London and Paris. 

Nor can there be much doubt as to the re- 
lation of the river-drift hunter to the above- 
mentioned changes in climate and geogra- 
phy, which are usually summed up under 
the term glacial. ‘The balance of evidence is 
in favor of the view that the hunter at Cray- 
ford was in the valley of the Thames before 
the submergence, and before the tempera- 
ture had reached its minimum, or, in other 
words, in pre-giacial times. The river-drift 
hunter whose implements are left at Abbe- 
ville traversed the shore of a berg-laden sea, 
and possibiv may have inherited a tradition 
from his ancestors of the famous hunting 
— then lying at the bottom of the 

ritish Channel and the great Northern 
Ocean. The hunter who followed the hippo- 
@motamus and the reindeer in the vailey of 
the Ouse, near Bedford, was there after the 
re-elevation of the land and the cutting of 
the valley through the mantie of boulder 
clay which had been dropped from the melit- 
ing bergs. He probably went far enough 
northward to see the giaciers then crowning 
the Pennine chain and the mountainous r.- 
gions of Wales. 

Southwardly the river-drift man wandered 

far and wide ever France, hunting the same 
animais in the valleys of the Rhcoue, Loire, 
and Garonne, as in the valley of the Thames, 
In the Iberian peninsula he was a contempo- 
rary of the African elephant, the mammoth, 
and the straight-tusked elephant, and he 
camped in the neighborhood of both Lisbon 
and Madrid, showivg here, asin France and 
Britain, singular facility in choosing places 
which became, in the long ages which were 
to follow, the sites of great capitals. He 
also ranged over Italy, leaving his imple- 
ments behind in the Ambruzzo; and in 
Greece, in the neighborhood of Corinth, he 
was familiar with the extinct pigmy hippo- 
potamus, Wecanalsotrack him south on 
the Mediterranean by the implements found 
in Oran, and neat Koiea in Algeria. in the 
Sahara, in several places in Egypt. At Luxor 
they have been discovered by Gen. Pitt Riv- 
ers inthe brecia, out of which are hewn the 
tombs of the Egyptian kings. .1n Palestine 
they have been obtained by the Abbe Rich- 
ara between Mount Tabor and the sea of 
Tiberias, and by Mr. Stopes between Jerusa- 
lem and Bethlehem. ‘Throughout this wide 
area the implements are of the same rude type 
and ga@meraily of the same materials, flint or 
quartzite, those of Luxor and Palestine be- 
ing identical with those in the river valleys 
ot Britain and France. Throughout this 
area, too, the river-drift man huntedsome 
or other of those animals which we have 
mentioned above, 
Noris our survey yet ended. He is proved 
by many discoveries to haye ranged over the 
lndian peninsula, froin the valley of the Ner- 
budda in the north as faras Madras. Here 
we find him forming part of a fauna in which 
are to be numbered species now living in 
India, such as the Indian rhinoceros and the 
arnee, as Well as extinct types of oxen and 
elephants. ‘here were tWo extinct hippo- 
potami in the rivers, as well as living gavials 
turtles, and tortoises, It is plain, therefore, 
that at this time the higher mammals of 
India stood in the same relation to the pres- 
ent Indian animals as the European fauna 
of the Pleistocene does to that now living in 
Europe. In both there was a similar assoucia- 
tion of living with extinct forms, and in both 
the central figure is the river-drift hunter. 

We are led from the region of tropical 
India to the banks of the Deiaware, in New 
Jersey, by the recent discoveries of Dr. Ab- 
bott in the peighborhood of ‘lreuton, which 
[have had the opportunity of examining 
witn that gentieman and Profs. Haynes and 
Lewis. The mplements are of the same 
type, and occur under exactly the same con- 
conditions, as the river-drift implements of 
Europe. ‘They are found in a terrace of 
river gravel and loam overlooking the river, 
and are composed of materials derived from 
the old terminal moraine which strikes 
across the States of New Jerseyand Penn- 
syivania in the direction of Lake Erie. The 
large blocks Of‘stune which it contains in- 
dicate that during the time ofits accumuia- 
tion there were ice rafts floating dowa the 
Delaware in the spring, asin the Thames, 
the Seine and the Somme in those days. 
* * * The identity of the implements 
proves that the river-drift hunter was in the 
same rude state of civilization—ifit can be 
ealled civilization—in the Oid and New 
worlds, w hile the hand of the 
geological clock pointed to the same hour. 
itis not a little strange that his mode of life 
should have been the same in the lands bor- 
dering on the Mediterranean, io the tropieai 
forests of India, and on both sides of the 
Atlantic, The hunter of the reindeer in the 
valiéy of the Delaware was the same kind of 
savage as the hunter of the reindeer on the 
banks ef the Thames or the Seine. It dues 
not, however, follow that this identity o: 
implements impiies that the same race of 
men ranged over this vast tract. While this 
may be left anopen question, it certainly in- 
dicates a primeval condition of savagery, 
from which mankind has emerged in the 
long ages that separate it from our own time. 
We may also infer from his wide range that 
the river-drift hunter (assuming that man- 
kind sprang from one center) inhabited the 
earth for a long time, and that his dispersal 
took place before the giacial submergence 
and the lowering vf the temperature ‘in 
northern Europe, Asia, and America. It is 
not reasonabie to suppose that the Straits of 
Behring could have offered a free passage

FORTY YEARS AGO, 


Fashions of Our Fathers, and Things 

That Were Famillar, Now Obsotete. 

Prentice Mulford in San Franciseo Chronicle. 

Forty years ago the leeturer and lecture 
course had not made their appearance. ‘The 
village debating society was of regular win- 
ter occurrence, discussing “Which was the 
greatest an, George Washington or Chris~ 
topher Columbus?” or ‘‘What invention has 
been most useful to mankind, the art of 
printing or the mariner’s compass ?” 

The iand was free for all to shoot over. 
Breech-loaders and “shells” or ‘‘cartridges”’ 
were unthought of. Gunners cut their own 
wads, poured the onary of powder into the 
muzzie, then a handful of shot, adjusted the 
percussion cap and banged away. Butif the 
fowling-piece was not improved, the game of 
every description was far more plentiful. 
Forty years ago deer were still natiye to the 

ine forests of Long Island, and a yearly 
hunt for them was organize@by the sporting 
element of the country. 

The trunk of the period was covered with 
sealskin, the bristly bair outward, and 
studded with small brass nails. ‘The bag- 

age-smasher had barely been developed. 

‘alises were long and narrow. Saddle-bags 
were not out of date. 

City hotels cailed the guests to meals by 
the gong or dinner-bell. The landlord sat at 
the head of the tableand carved the break- 
fast steak. The guests dined together all at 
the same hour. Dinner was served with 
great Ig age and formality. The waiters re- 
moved the covers from the chafing dishes at 
a given signal, bore them aioft out of the 
room, then reappeared and carried off dishes 
to be carved at side tables. The splendors of 
the Astor House were almost reverentially 
talked of in country homes. Hordes of 
ragged girls and boys infested the hotel cor- 
ridors offering toothpicks for sale. Without 
the door hordes of older boys beset the coun- 
tryman, whisking under his nose copies of 
dubious books filled with colored prints. 
They carried their stock, wrapped in brown 
paper, by the basketful. The sinful country- 
man, on buying, was often handed a copy so. 
tied up with twine and paper, supposed to 
be identical with the one displayed, which, 
when finally opened in the privacy of his| 
room, turned out to be Baxter’s “Saints’ 
Rest’? or some other religious work pur- 
oases for a few cents ait a second-hand book- 
stall. 

The oyster saloon of that time was fur- 
nished with ‘“‘stalls’” and curtained recesses 
affording parties more seclusion and quiet 
than those of to-day. It hung without a 
cloth-covered balloon-shaped sign, painted 
Som, SBanOS of which a candle was stuck at 
night, 

Tine bar of the period was more dingy than 
that of the present, but the liquor was better. 
Brandy then was not obsolete. in the city 
drinks were 3 cents “‘before the screen” and 
6 cents behind it. Six-cent drinks were 
deemed extravagant and so were three-cent 
cigars. Among oid and prosperous families 
could be found more cut-glass decanters and 
port or Madeira either in the closet or on the 
sideboard than to-day. Hundreds of the 
smaller agricultural villages forty years ago 
maintained one or two “taverns” where 
now there are none. Tippling and intem- 
perance among our native population was 
far more general. 

The “solid men” of the town belonged to 
engine companies, and pumped faithfully at 
fires. A village fire often terminated in a 
subdued and respectable drunk. Exhaus- 
tion justified unusual recourse to stimuiants 
at unaccustomed hours, and the rest fol- 
lowed. ‘The villageengine was always under 
repair after a fire and always broke down at 
one. Householders were required by law to 
keep leathern buckets to be used at fires. 
They hung in the hallway and had the 
owner’s name painted on them in white let- 


ters, 

The “‘temperance cause” had just com- 
menced. Its adherents were termed ‘‘Wash- 
ingtonians.” Washington gave his name to 
a good many things, good, bad and indiffer- 
ent—from the village tavern to the latest 
born, tow-haired, snub-nosed urchin. 

England and the English were still unpop- 
ular in the rural districts. Old Revolution- 
ury soldiers added to the attractions of the 
Fourth ot July platforms, and the orator of 
the day always whipped the ‘‘red-coats”’ be- 
tore he finished his oration. Soldiers of the 
war of 1812 were relatively as plentiful as 
soldiers of the Rebellion are to-day. 

The liberty-pole of the period was sur- 
mounted by the Phrygian cap of liberty. 

Bovs were apprenticed or “bound” to 
trades at 15 or 16 and served eut their time 
till21. Runaway apprentices were adver- 
tisedin the papers and all persons “forbid- 
den to trust or harbor them.” The notice 
was always preceded by a stereotyped cut of 
the runaway making off, carrying his bun- 
die of clothing on a stick over his shoulder. 
The same style of cut had answeted for the 
runaway negro slave of New York a gener- 
ation previous, 

Achurch organ wasa grand affair and 

uite unknown in country churches. Mu- 
sical instruments of any description made 
their way with difficulty into the choirs of 
certain denominations, A bass-viol was 
only tolerated in our Presbyterian Church. 
When old “Truman Smith heard the first 
catgut scraped in the Methodist Chureh, he 
stalked, solemn and indignant, down the 
aisle in his long black cloak, and was never 
seen there again.” 

A steumboat was a curiosity in many of 
the small ports and harbors. Crowds flocked 
to see one arrived from New York, and the 
first rush of steam frem the escape-pipe sent 
every small boy scampering in fright up the 
wharf and the grown people quaked a little 
internally, 

Thousands had never seen a railroad or 
train of cars and never were to see them. 
Villagers liviug 100 miles from New York 
could only reach the city by stage, the trip 
occupying from two to three days. 

The letter postage to Lilinois has been 30 
and 40 cents and 10 cents did not carry a let- 
ter much over 100 miles. 

Photographing, then just’ entered on its 
career, Was termed “‘daguerreotyping.” The

Heated bedrooms -were not i 
mon and retiring on winter nights was a 
martyrdom for many. 

There was more family silverware than 
now, and it was genuine and heavy. Plated 
ware was scarce. Wedding rings were of 
“guinea gold,” 

‘Lhe family —_ were saved, thrown into 
the rag bag, then cut into narrow strips, 
these rolled into big balis, attractive to the 
infant eye throu their Variegated hues, 
and when enough had accumulated they 
were taken to some local weaver and made 
into rag carpet. The domestic rag carpet 
suggested in appearance the Turkish rug: 
when new it was a pretty floor coyering and 
in durability would last a generation. 

The goose-quill was stilidn use for writing. 
Steel pens were an innovation. To “make” 
or “mend” the quill was a necessary accom- 
plishment for the writer, ‘Blotting sand” 
was used in the place of blotting paper. 
Gummed envelopes Were notin use. To fold 
a letter properly was another requisite ac- 
complishment, and when folded it was se- 
cured by a wafer or sealing wax. A careful, 
precise round hand was mostly taught at 
school, 

Journeys from many of the smaller ports 
near New York were nade by sloop packet. 
The fare was $1 and meais a shilling each. 
Some sloops were famous for their chowders 
one ane on board made rum punch by the 
pailful. . 

Billiards were unknown in the smaller 
towns. The very word sounded buadly to 
the good people of the time. It daivered an 
idea of something foreign and wicked. Cards 
also were condemned. The young people 
played ‘‘whist’” or “‘seven up” in secret 
places and generally in a state of delightful 
alarm and trepidation. The boys committed 
this sin in the barn, amid the recesses of the 
aay mow. 

Vood was a common article of fuel. Eve 
family kept its “saw-buck” and “buck-saw.” 
The demand for telegraph poles and railroad 
ties had not deple our forests, 

Iron or brass “‘andirons” maintained the 
architectural formation of the weod fire, 
built of the big “‘back-log,”’ the smaller “‘top- 
log” and the ‘“forestick,” in which were 
piled green and seasoned wood—a combina- 
tion of wet and dry fuel that made the fire 
last longer and sentout more heat. Chim- 
neys caught fire frequently from the accumu- 
lation of soot. Chimney sweeps abounded in 
the larger towns. In rainy weather our 
ae would set the chimney on 

re, the wet roofs rendering the sparks 
harmless. A blazing sheet of paper or wis 
of straw was held up the chimney’s mout 
on a stick and the roaring of the flames when 
fairly kindied was awesome to our childish 
ears. 

Wood ashes were saved and sold to the 
farmers for fertilizing material; it.served. 
aiso as an important factor in the “‘leach- 
tub.” Every family kept a “leach-tub” for 
the manufacture of “lye.” ‘‘Lye” was made 
by allowing water to drain through the ashes 
at the top of the leach-barrel and accumulate 
in a cavity prepared for it at the bottom.

EXPORTING BEEF TO EUROPE. 


The Enormity of the Industry—Talk 

With a New York Butcher. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
New YorK, October 4.—Timothy C. East 
man, the well known beef exporter and the 
first to undertake to supply England with 
fresh dressed beef, has filed a notice with 
the Board of Health, asking permission to 
erect an abattoir at the foot of West Fifty- 
ninth street. 


“What kind of a slanghter-house do you 
propose to build?’’ asked a reporter of that 
gentleman yesterday. ‘ 

“Lam not yet at liberty to say anything. 
The Board of Health will certainly 
grant me 3a permit at their 
next meeting, but I _ prefer not 
to arouse the curiosity of the gentlemen in- 
terested in the business until every plan is 
entirely perfected. It will be the most per- 
fect establishment in the world, but that is 
all I will say on the subject just now. I have 
made cattle killing astudy, and during my 
visit abroad carefully inspected the famous 
abattoirs of France, Germany and England, 
and none of them are perfect. There seems 
to be an entire absence of 

ATTENTION TO DETAIL, 

which, in my opinion, is as necessary to keep 
cattle in good condition as anything else con- 
nected with the business. Chicago is mak- 
inga desperate effort to control the beef 
trade of this country, and for years she has 
gone steadily ahead, all because our butch- 
ers have not thought the matter of sufficient 
moment to devote much time toit. I am 
decidedly opposed to have such a growing 
industry leave this city, and for that reason 
{ open the ball. No one thought it was pos- 
Sible to ship 

FRESH BEEF TO EUROPE 

until I proved it was as possible as sending 
grain. Our weekly shipments to Engiand 
amount to very nearly 10,000 carcasses, alive 
and dressed. They demand a good, service- 
able article—not by any means faney— 
weighing about 850 or 900 pounds, and would 
certainly refuse much of that kind, such as is 
pe of, which, unfortunately, we are 
obiiged to consume ourselves. When we get 
in full working order there is no telling how 
much this trade will increase. One thing 
is ovrtain, and that isif I can keep it, Chi- 
cago will not step in and take our English 
customers to her city. My scheme is care- 
fully considered, and if it can be carried out 
there will be a revolution in the butchering 
system in this city, if nowhere else,
